fome Terms to you Country-man ; as firft what 
is meant by Intruders into Churchesyas it 
is now us’d with the Presbyterians in North- 
Britain, : 

Country-m. Where’s the Difficulty of that ? 
I fuppofe it is thofe Epifcopal Clergy there, 
who being Outed by a Lam fince the Re- 
volition, yet will not be’Content, but Jy- 
trude themfelves by Force into Churches, and- 
Thruft out thé Presbyterian Minifters now Efta- 
blifh’d by Law. ‘ 

Rehearf. The words do Naturally lead to 
that Meaning. And I believe it is fo Un- 
derftood Generally through England. But 
itis Quite another thing, Country-man. Ther’s 
nothing of Forcein the Cafe. Nor of Thruf- 
ing out any Presbyterian Minifter. But ther are 
many Parifhes in Scotland (to ufe the old word) 
where the People are for the moft. part, 
and fome altogether Epifcopal, and not one 
‘Presbyterian among them. Thefe think t 
Presbyterian Communion Utterly Unlawful, as 
having no True Ordination , and therefore 
that they are no Ainiffers of ‘Chrift, but 
Intruders themfelves npon their Lawful 2i- 
foops {till Alive amongft them, againft whom 
they ftand out in open Schifm ; which they 
think no Civil Law can make not to be 


_ Schifm,or Alter the Nature of Siz. There- 


fore they Cannot in cience Join with | 
them, or Receive the Sacraments at. their 
hands, which they think they have no Aws- 
thority to Adminifter. 

Befides that the Holy Scriptures are fel- 
dom or never Read in their Publick Affem- 


| Prayer, and Glory to the Father &c. Quite 
out of their Worfhip. 

For. thefe Reafons, thofe of the Epifcopal 
Perfuafion there (that they may not be 
wholly Deftitute of the Worfhip of God, and 
Partaking of His Holy Ordinances) Call fome 
Epifcopal Clergy-man to Officiate to them, but 
without any other way Encroaching or In- 
trading upon the Presbyterian Preachers, or 
their Effablifhment.

Yes Country-man, and they have 
Contended for it, as the only Lawfal way, 
and Purfuant to the Inflitution of Chnft and 
His Apoffles.

No, not among felves, where 
they are fure of the reli of the Peo- 
ple. But they will not w it to Other 
Peoples to thofe of the Epifcopal Perfuafion.

Nay, they wou'd not 
Suffer the King fo much as_ to Tolerate 
or Indulge their own Presbyterian Preachers, 
when the Laws were againft them; to 
Avoid any Umbrage of Holding from the 
King, or that they Needed any Help of 
his Authority. For when King Char. Il 
to take away all Pretence of their Suffer- 
ing for Confcience, Order’d, the Privy-Coun- 
cil in Scotland to Indulge above a Hunared 
of their own Chief Preachers, with full Li- 
berty to them to Hear them; They Spurn’d 
at it, woud not Accept it; And chofe of 
their Preachers who took hold of this Jn- 
dulgence and Shelter’d themfelves under it, 
they Forfook, won’d not go Hear them, 
and counted them Traditors of the Rights of the 
Church, calfd them the Conneil Curates, and 
held them in Greater Contempt than the 
Clergy, whom they alld the Bifhops Cx- 
vats. 

And fince the Revolution they have Pro- 
cur’d an A& of Parliament.to Abolifh all 
Patronages or Right to Prefent to Churches, 
as well thofe in the Crown, as in_ private 
Patrons; That the. People might be Reftor’d 
to their Cal; ich they think the only 
True and Evangelical Method.
